Police Official of Eldon Confesses to 
Having Originated the Plot to Blow 
Up the 
Safe—Gives 
Names 
of 
Other Men Implicated In the Scheme 
To Pilfer. 


Ottumwa. Iowa, May 13—The mys­ 
tery connected with the robbery of the 
Bradley bank 
at 
Eldon 
has 
been 
cleared up. 
Two men, one of them 
the self-confessed 
instigator of the 
crime, are in jail here, and the other 
three inplicated by the confession are 
shadowed in Chicago, and they will be 
arrested. 
The man whose confession 
has solved the mystery is Charles Ste­ 
vens, who at the time of the crime was 
city marshal of Eldon. 
Stevens 
has 
been an officer and prominent citizen 
of that place for a number of years. 
He was the first man to discover the 
robbery, and had been 
co-operating 
with the Ottumwa officers to catch the 
robbers until he was thrown 
under 
suspicion. 
The other man under ar­ 
rest is Dick Dodd, an alleged gambler 
of Ottumwra, who is also connected by 
marriage with one of the prominent 
families of the city. 
O n,the morning of Feb. I the safe 
in the Bradley bank at 
Eldon 
was 
found to have been blown open in the 
night and $6,200 cash taken. 
A team I 
and buggy from a neighboring barn 
had furnished the robbers means of 
escape. 
Pinkerton detectives were at 
once put on the case. 
The first clew 
found was given by 
Deputy 
United 
States 
Marshal 
Steedman, 
of 
Des 
Moines, who, while working 
on 
a 
counterfeiting case at Eldon, 
got 
a 
hint that Stevens wras cannected with 
the case. 
The detectives soon proved 
this clew’ by an abundance of evidence, 
and on Saturday they determined to 
arrest Stevens and Dodd. 
One of the Pinkertons met Stevens on 
the street in Eldon, and the 
latter 
claimed to be in trouble and wanted to 
tell the detective something. 
Stevens 
began to relate a story about being ap­ 
proached on the night of the robbery 
by three men, who forced him into 
the robbing of the bank at the point 
of revolvers. The detective then told 
Stevens some of the evidence against 
him, and the marshal broke down and 
confessed everything. He came to Ot- 
tumwa and told the story to the grand 
jury. 
Stevens said he first conceived the 
idea of robbing the bank in 1895. He 
first tried to get a professional man 
from Des Moines to do the work, but 
after making a visit to 
Eldon 
the 
stranger declined. 
Then Stevens got 
Dodd interested, who agreed to furnish 
the burglars. 
These fellows came to 
Ottumwa and made a trip to Eldon. 
They made three attempts to rob the 
bank before 
they 
succeeded. 
After 
completing the work they stole a team 
and drove 
toward 
Ottumwa. 
Dodd 
met them and took them to his home

Prospects of Further Serious Conflict 
Before the Eastern Question Is Fin­ 
ally Settled —Conference of the Am­ 
bassadors Held at Constantinople- 
Some Other War News. 


London, May 13.—The Athens corre­ 
spondent of the Daily Chronicle, says: 
“The government is becoming serious­ 
ly discontented with the diplomatic sit­ 
uation, and the opinion is growing that 
it would be better 
to continue 
the 
struggle than 
to 
submit to 
terms 
wounding the national honor. 
“Some of the powers favor a small 
indemnity, a modification of the fron­ 
tier and a limitation 
of 
the Greek 
fleet. But this would never be accepted 
by Greece. She possesses the right to 
veto the decisions of the powers. 
In 
their original note the powers called 
upon her to abandon her interests to 
them, but this form was rejected, and 
the word ‘intrust’ was substituted for 
‘abandon.’ ” 
The correspondent of the Daily Tele­ 
graph at Constantinople says the sul­ 
tan resents the mediation of the pow­ 
ers and 
desires 
to 
negotiate 
with 
Greece directly. If this is refuged the 
Turkish demands will be more exact­ 
ing. 
A Turkish ^connoissance in force at 
Dokomos as been repulsed, and the at­ 
tack on Arta, which promised to be 
successful, has also resulted in a check.

Washington, May 13.—There will be 
a better understanding hereafter be­ 
tween the executive and legislative 
branches of the government on the 
Cuban question.

The President does not contemplate 
an immediate change of policy. 
He 
has taken steps, however, to secure re­ 
liable information about the state of 
affairs on the island. If this informa­ 
tion warrants a change in the attitude 
of this government, it will be made, 
though it is not probable that anything 
will be done until the tariff bill is out 
of the way. 
The President told a committee of 
senators Wednesday that so long as 
the status quo was maintained, and 
until overt acts were committed by the 
Spanish involving the lives of prop­ 
erty of American citizens, the adminis­ 
tration would not change its existing 
policy. 
The President also said that if the 
official reports of Consul General Lee 
and other consuls on the islands were 
made public they 
would 
inevitably 
provoke a riot in Havana. 
He said 
that he was willing to let the foreign 
relations committee have all the in­ 
formation in the possession of the gov­ 
ernment if it would be carefully guard­ 
ed.
